One  of  the  Council's  Health  Visitors  calls  at  the  home  of  every 
notified  case  of  tuberculosis  and  arranges  for  the  examinations  of  contacts 
and  reports  on  the  home  conditions.  Cases  found  to  be  inadequately  housed 
are  referred  by  the  Health  Committee  to  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority  with  a 
recommendation  for  rehousing  where  possible.  Nursing  requisites,  bedding 
and  garden  shelters  are  provided  when  necessary. 

The  supply  of  free  milk  to  one  chronic  case  was  continued  during 
the  yearj  and  four  new  cases  were  allowed  free  milk. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  S  contacts  was  carried  out. 

Domiciliary  treatment  of  active  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
(consisting  of  injections  of  Streptomycin  and  P.A.S.)  was  given  by  the 
district  nurses  in  7  instances.

DISTRIBUTION  OF  WELFARE  FOODS 


This  became  the  responsibility  of  local  health  authorities  after 
28th  June,  1951,  following  the  decision  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  to  close  all 
food  offices. 


As  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  proposals  under 
Section  22  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  were  modified  accordingly: 

"The  Council  propose,  as  part  of  their  arrangements  under  Section 
22,  to  distribute  welfare  foods  supplied  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  which  are 
included  in  the  National  Welfare  Foods  Scheme j  and  to  purchase  and  distribute 
other  welfare  foods  where  the  welfare  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  or 
young  children  so  requires." 

w-> 

As  individual  members  of  the  Women's  Voluntary  Services  were  already 
distributing  these  foods  from  points  in  a  number  of  villages,  the  Acting  County 
Organiser  kindly  agreed  to  arrange  for  the  entire  distribution  by  the  W.V.S. 
throughout  the  County  and  so  the  transition  was  a  smooth  one. 

The  distribution  centres  continued  to  be  supplied  from  the  Ministry 
of  Food  Depot  at  Peterborough  East  Goods  Station,  by  a  transport  firm  on  behalf 
of  the  i  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food.

The  Stamford  Branch  of  the  ^ritish  Red  Cross  Society  terminated 
heir  agreement  to  provide  the  sitting-case  ear  service,  in  which  Rutland 
(anticipated,  on  30th  March,  1954.  From  that  date  the  Kesteven  County 
ouncil  initiated  a  direct  sitting- case  car  service  and  offered  to  under¬ 
ake  an  agency  service  in  respect  of  the  parishes  at  present  covered  under 
ihe  existing  arrangements:

"The  sitting-case  car  service  provided  by  the  Hospital  Car  Service  will  be 
continued  except  in  the  parishes  of  Tinwell,  Ketton,  Tixover,  Great  Casterton, 
Little  Casterton,  Tickencote,  Essendine,  Ryhall,  North  Luffenham,  outh 
Luffenham,  Darrowden,  Morcott,  Empingham,  VJhitwell,  Clipsham,  Stretton  and 
’ickwor bh.  In  the  aforesaid  parishes  the  Kesteven  County  Council  will,  as 
from  1st  April,  1954,  undertake  on  the  Rutland  County  Council's  behali,  an 
agency  Sitting-Case  Car  Service  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed.11 

The  total  number  of  miles  covered  by  the  ambulances  and  cars  during 
the  year  was  114,499?  an  increase  of  just  over  10,000  on  the  previous  year. 

In  April  the  27  h.p.  Commer  ambulance  was  replaced  by  a  16  h.p. 
Morris  ambulance,  a  vehicle  of  the  same  capacity,  i.e.  up  to  4  stretcher 
cases,  but  more  economical  to  run.

The  unsatisfactory  sample  of  milk  was  found  to  contain  of 
added  water,  the  presence  of  the  added  water  in  the  sample  being  confirmed 
by  itsfibezing  point.  The  offence  was  admitted  -  the  defence  being  that 
it  had  been  committed  by  an  inexperienced  farm  hand.

The  unsatisfactory  sample  of  pork  sausage  was  found  to  be  preserved 
with  suloher  dioxide  preservative  to  the  extent  of  200  parts  per  million  of 
sulpher  dioxide,  a  quantaty  which  is  permis sable  under  the  Preservative  Regul¬ 
ations  provided  notice  of  preservative  is  given  to  the  purchaser;  but  as  the 
sample  taker*  was  an  informal  one,  no  legal  action  was  taken  although  no  such 
declaration  had  been  made  by  the  vendor.
